Now It’s ‘A Good Idea 


Proponents of the town nanager-selectman form of town 
government have no doubt been pleased to find so many 
town officials giving approval to one of the basic concepts 
of the manager plan. . . . central purchasing. 

For just recently, within the framework of present by- 
laws, nost department heads and elected officials have 
given their Ok to plans for group buying. Of course, the 
method to be used must vary from that prescribed by the 
manager charter, where one person would have had the 
authority as a purchasing agent. But it is interesting to 
note that the basic idea—bulk purchasing to save money — 
is being put into practice. 

It is also of some interest to recall that many elected 
officials were bitterly opposed to the manager plan and 
were inclined to minimize, then, the possibility that any 
saving could be accomplished at all through bulk buying. 

We hope the present plan works — for any saving to the 
town is worth the effort put into it. The one place where 
this plan can fall down is a lack of cooperation by any 
one department. 

For without any by-law making central purchasing man- 
datory, it is up to each department or official to cooper- 
ate. The plan is to have the department buying the most 
of any item purchase an adequate supply for all other 
departments. All we would need, then, would be one 
department that insisted on its rights to buy its own 
supplies. .. .then the plan would fall through. 

Krom what we have seen of cooperation between boards 
in the past, we are inclined to be sceptical about the 


future.

Good Judgment 


The Board of Public Works used excellent judgment in 
its decision to assess the Andover st. sewer betterment 
at »3.24 per foot rather than the higher figure which the 
job actually creates. 

The 33.24 figure is the same one paid by other Ballard- 
vale residents a couple of years ago when their sewer 
was installed. 

This Andover st. project, it is recalled, was started 
primarily for the South School. And the over-all cost is 
based on servicing the school. Thus, as an example, the 
trench at one point is 11/2 feet deep instead of the five or 
5'2 feet required if only homes were to be serviced. 

And the town, of course, is one of those gaining great 
benefit from the sewer. 

Thus the per-foot assessment appears reasonable at 
03.24

instead of »3.75 which is the actual cost, as 


be installed. 

During the meeting when this decision was taken, the 
Board agreed to assess another sewer installation on a 
tie-in basis. That one, in Castle Heights, will go out for 
bid very soon, 

We wondered if the Board has now abandoned its posi- 
tion that assessments can only be figured on a per-foot 
basis. For the decision last week was to charge a speci- 
fic amount, based on the cost of the project, for each 
home. Thus everyone will pay the same amount, regard- 
less of the frontage. [This seems fair, because one owner 
might have 5U feet along the particular street in which 
the sewer is placed while another might own 150 feet on 
the street. Their assessments would be different, but the 
benefit to the owner would be the same. 

If this method of assessing betterments is legal for 
sewers, can it or should it also be used for waternain ex- 
tensions? 

Certainly some better method of assessing betterments 


must be found.

Every year — and more so every 
year — the desire grows in me to 
to see all commercial bakers ol 
so-called cake’ dis- 
appear into thin air. There seems 
to be no way to make the sponge 
cake disappear. It’s back again 
insulting the first luscious straw- 
berries to appear on the market — 
side by side no less! 

These wonderful Western 
berries coming in do deserve, it 
seems to me, a delicate home-

baked sponge cake or what is 
even better in my book, small 
baking powder biscuits. The latter, 
of course, is your real shortcake 
but if you’re doing a sponge you 
might be interested in my latest 
tried discovery which knocks 
the ‘‘never butter the pan’’ rule 
into a cocked hat. You CAN and, 
since you can, the ring mold is 
just right for a party-ish dessert — 
the berries filling the center and 
an all-over topping of whipped 
cream. 

It’s HOW you butter the pan 
that does it. You pour melted 
butter all over the mold, entirely 
covering it. Then chill till the 
butter hardens and sprinkle with 
a mixture of equal parts flour and 
sugar. Shake out excess. That’s 
the story let the cake cool for 
10 minutes or so and it will turn 
out very well and nary a smidgen 
of fat will have soaked into your 
cake.

(Mrs. Chas. A. Johnson) 

1 cup all-purpose flour
